TSEN-KWO-FAN AND RAILWAYS, 

._ (North China Herald, June 18.).- 

The Chinese Government .has,. like our-! 
own, been asking the opinion of its subjects, 
on the course to be pursued at tho revision © 
of the treaty. Only, instead of appealing © 
to commercial-men, it consults its tt h of. 
ficors ;. and instead of giving publicity to 
their cpinions,cit treats every dispatch as 
secret. and confidential. We have been 
able, however,.to’ learn the purport of one 
of the most important—that emanating 
from Tsen-kwo-fan, than whom few nien in 
Uhina possess higher rank or influence. . 
-Fgw opinions could. have greater weight in 
deciding the’ Government ov s course of 
progress or conservatism ; ad a dispatch ex- 
posing his -views, possesses, at ‘this juno- 
ture, especial interest. The great ques- - 
tions on which an expression’ of opinion 
was called for, seem to have bedn railways, 
inland navigation, teleyraphs, right of re- 
sidence and trade.in the interior, and min- 
ing—the great innovations, insfact,. which 
we are urging the Chinese to adopt, To 
each and all Tsen-kwo fin urges strenuvns 
opposition—except, strange to say, to the 
opening of the mines to. foreign .en- 
terprise.  Diveated of . itd * yerbingo— 
of exordial declarations .of. fidelity 
and humility, and of final appeals to: the 
Sacred Glance and Imperial Favour,—this 
is the gist Of tho deapatch, If foreigners. 
should persist in their demands for the na- 
vigation in small steamers of inland waters, 
for the construction of railways, and for the 
right to live and trade in the interior, Go. 
veroment have a. good reply to make, by:
